Taylor, local m anager of 


Texas Power and Light Co. 
That 
increase has now 
been 
rolled 
back 
to 
9.6 
percent to bring it into line 
with the 9.6 percent ap­ 
proved by the Waco City 
Council last week, Taylor 
said. The new rate schedule 
will go into effect as soon as 
possible. 
“ Until a lot of details have 
been ironed out in the new 


rate, the old rate will rem ain 
in effect,” Taylor promised. 


‘‘T here will be 
nothing 
retroactive. The company 
desperately needs revenue, 
but we’ve been sitting here 
doing nothing until Waco 
m ade a decision. 


“ We could have applied 
the 
10.6 percent rate in­ 
crease on Oct. I, but we 


decided to wait until the 
question was resolved across 
the board,” he explained.

treats. Working closely with 
p o l i c e 
d e p a r t m e n t s 
nationwide, 
the 
NCA 
in­ 
vestigators reported the 
following results of this 
study: 
In 1972 we investigated a 
representative sampling of 
200 tainted treat incidents 
out 
of 
363 
reported 
nationally. 
Investigation 
showed that: 
- 76 cases were outright 
admitted hoaxes 
- there was not a single 
confirmation of any attempt 
by an adult to harm a child 
- no arrests were made 
- no injuries of any 
significance resulted 
For Halloween of 1973 the 
num ber of reported in­ 
stances of tainted treats was 
substantially lower. There 
were only 67 reported in­ 
cidents in 1973. Of these, it 
was found that: 
-- over 95 percent of the 
cases could not be sub­ 
stan tiated 
after 
further 
police investigation 
-- 26 incidents were hoaxes 
or 
at 
least 
highly 
questionable 
- in 38 instances, police 
had no further information 
other than the initial com­ 
plaint, and felt investigation 
would not be justified-J 
Only two of the 1973 teases 
were 
apparently invalid.

Just as skyjacking stories 
appeared 
to breed 
more 
skyjacking, the NCA feels 
that Halloween hoax stories 
in the form of tainted treat 
incidents 
breed 
more 
hoaxes. And although follow­ 
up media coverage often 
explains the true nature of 
Halloween hoazes, it rearly 
has the same impact on the 
public as the more sen- 
sationa, original news item. 
In view of this hoax problem, 
the NCA suggests that ar­ 
ticles on

tainted Halloween treats be

re se a rc h e d , 
examined, and assessed as 
to whether the facts behind 
the stories are supportable.

Plano and Denison will have a lot of comparing to do when 
their football teams square-off Friday in a District 13-AAAA 
match. 
Both teams use a pro-set offense, both have explosive 
reputations, and both use a lot of options, dives and counter 
plays. 
But the similarity ends there. 
Plano has an unblemished 5-0 season record and 2-0 
district m ark, while Denison has an 0-1-1 loop record and 2-2- 
1 season m ark.

But Denison hasn’t been at IOO percent lately and Coach 
John Clark of Plano expects a tougher Yellow Jacket team 
than what their record indicates.

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“ They are a better team than what their record shows. 
They have been without their running back White (Steve) 
the last two games. He is worth a lot to them and he should 
be back against us." 
White, 5-11 175 lb., is the nucleus of the Denison Yellow 
Jacket offense but has been hurt for two games. He is ex­ 
pected back against Plano and is also expected to pick up 
where he left off, gaining IOO yards per game from his 
tailback slot. 
£lano fans of 1974 will remember White. He played 
quarterback last year, all ten games, but not very suc­ 
cessfully against the Wildcats as Denison lost 28-7. 


Small Size 


Except for White, Denison has a small backfield with 
Bennie Jenkins at quarterback, 158 lb., and running mates 
Thomas Kemp at 158 lb. and Carleton Coney at 159 lb. Coney 
has filled in for White the past two games at fullback. 
Coach Clark said that while Denison’s backs may be 
small, they are good. 
“Their backs are real quick, in fact the team has good 
overall quickness. They are a very exploxive team and can 
score from anywhere on the field." 
Denison uses a wide open offense with a lot of option plays, 
passing, dives, counter plays etc. Defensively, the Yellow 
Jackets use a seven-man front line, ‘59’ defense. “It is the 
same defense we’ve been seeing,’ Coach Clark said. 


Plano Injuries 


Plano has lost three starters this season to injuries, Larry 
Craghead and Jam ie Applewhite against Denton last week, 
and Randy Wright against Lewisville Oct. 3. 
Craghead has pulled ligaments and a cracked bone in his 
foot, Applewhite a broken hand, and Wright torn cartilage in 


his knee which has been operated on.

Replacing Craghead at fullback will be the combination of 
Marshall Lundy and Kevin Pier. Craghead, 190 lb., alter­ 
nated the position with Lundy and Pier this season but did 
play more than either of the backup runners. 
“Larry offered more on blocking than either Marshall or 
Kevin and was a little stronger, but both can play well at the 
position,” Coach Clark said. “ Both Kevin and Marshall 
played against Denton and both did a good job. They are both 
good runners so Larry's injury hasn t hurt us that much at 
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Tim Thornhill, 175, will be starting at guard since Ap­ 
plewhite’s injury.
